More insulation grants available 


Approximately 7.2 million 
homes in Canada are now 
cligible for grants as part of 
the Canadian Home Insula- 
tion Program (CHIP). Ener- 
gy. Mines and Resources 
Canada recently announced 
they have broadened eligi- 
bility of homeowners to 
include homes build before 
September 1, 1977. The 
previous cut-off date was 
January 1, 1971. 


it is estimated that the _ 


program expansion will 
mean that an additional 1.3 
million homeowners - will 
have an opportunity ‘to 
apply for the $500 federal 
home insulation grant. 

In 1983, approximately 
$91 million in taxable grants 
was paid out to home- 
owners, down from the $204 
million CHIP grants paid 
out in 1982. For the“1983-84 
fiscal year, the government 
has allocated $180 million to 


the CHIP program. So far, 
Energy. Mines and Re- 
sources Canada reports less 
than half of this has been 
allocated. The consumer 
pays. a minimum of 40 per 
cent of the total contract 
cost, with the’ limit set at 
$500 for the 60 per cent of 
material costs, provided the 
owner does the insulation 
and draftprooling himself. 
if the homeowner gets the 
job-done by a contractor 
listed with the Canadian 
General Standards . Board, 
the grant will cover 60 per 
cent. of the combined, 
material and labor costs. 
The CHIP program speci- 
fies that attics must be 
insulated to a minimum RSI 
6 value and basement walls 
toa minimum RSI 2.1 value. 
Eligible cost definitions 
have also been established, 
Of the 1.3 million newly 
eligible households, offi- 


_proximately 


cials expect 11] to 12 per cent 
to use a CHIP grant in the 
1984-85 fiscal year. This 
amounts to about 150,000 
households, at an estimated 
cost of $60 million. This is 
only about one third of the 
fiscal year allocation for 
CHIP. 

Another $80 to $90 
million will be used by 
homeowners eligible for 
CHIP before the »~new 
eligibility rule was infposed. 

Since inception of the 
program in 1977, the 
government has spent ap- 
$810 million 
across the country.

Moths battle enemies

Having observed many 
a moth perish from an 
encounter with the propanc 
lights at the cottage, I've 
never had much respect for 
their survival skills. But 
turns out these nocturnal 
creatures have to contend 
with a variety of enemy 
weapons you'd never expect 
to find outside the Pentagon 
in Washington 


For openers, there are 
bats, with their pinpoint 
accutate radar. Though 


some bat cries are within 
the frequency range audible 
to human cars, their naviga 
tion is accomplished with 
the aid of very high pitched 
signals which bounce off 
objects in their environment 
in similar fashion to sonar in 
a submarine. By continually 
sending out these signals

the planning and construc: 
tion has to be done - all of 
which could bring the 
project completion date as 
far off as five years,” 
Wycliffe said to the gather- 
ing at Tweed-Hungerford 
Township Hail. 

The study group said that 
the largest and most expen- 
sive safety measure will be 
the realignment of Highway 
37 in two areas between 
Roslin and Tweed. The first 
realignment proposed is a 
1.2 kilometre stretch north 
and south of Highway 8 and 
37 intersection. They hope 
to improve the — vertical 
alignment of the road to 
help give longer sight 
distance to passers. Wy- 
cliffe agrees that there is a 
problem seeing oncoming 
traffic in both directions at 
that intersection. He said if 
the grade of the road can be 
improved and a smail hill on 
the northeast side of the 
intersection be removed, 
then the road will become 
much safer. 

The study group also

April showers are here

other normally invisible 
flora and fauna. During the 
long winter's night, low 
water temperature and re- 
duced light slow things 
down a bit, especially the 
rate of photosynthesis, 
while regenerated nutrients 
pile up unused.

In the short-term, he

capital appreciation would 
go to the long-term debt 
holder. 

The speaker said there is 
little doubt that some of the 
present debt burden on the 
shoulders of farmers will 
have to beset aside. 

‘Our economy, left to its 
own healing devices, sets 
aside debt by bankrupting 
some enterprises. Govern: 
ment policy has been 
scurrying to defuse the 
build-up of bankruptcies 
through such means as 
Farm Credit Corporation 
refinancing, special interest 
subsidies and small busi- 
ness development bonds, 
but these are nothing more 
than bandaides. 

According to the speaker, 
the ecoptomics of agriculture 
in the 1970s marked the 
beginning of the many 
problems now faced by 
Ontario's farmers. 

“Then, your farm enter- 
prises have mushrooming 
equity, land values rose four 
times as fast as inflation, 
federal and provincial poli- 
cies gave everyone financial 
help from a. seemingly 
bottomless public trough. 

“The 1970s were great 
years, confident years, but 
also deceiving years. We 
bought today to avoid 
higher prices tomorrow and 
borrowed to -pay back in 
cheaper dollars. We in- 
vested in new technology 


_ “It’s a mew decade, a 
changed decade with fun- 


different ¢co- 
nomics. Suddenly the equity 
in farm enterprises has 
become unstable. Fhe 1970s 
made it easy to forget about 
the need to plan or to build 
equity into the enterprise." 

“We have danced to the 
tune of the economic piper 
that has allowed us to 
write-off our bills with 
capital appreciation and 
government handouts. But 
now the piper is whistling a 
different tune and the piper 
must still be paid. 

‘Today we must live with 
capital depreciation, with 
tight-fisted governments 
unable to afford either tax 
breaks or indiscriminate 
handouts.” 

“What will we do with 
those enterprises that show 
no improvement in their 
long-term viability after 
refinancing, bonding or 
subsidies? A further debt 
sets aside needs to be 
considered. I believe we

tory disease can also be 
caused by inhaling certain 
wood dusts such as Ameri- 
can and African mahogany 
and western red cedar. 

Painters too, are at risk of 
exposure to hazardous 
materials. Lead based pig- 
ments should not be used. 
Accidental ingestion of 
these harmful pigments or 
even bad habits such as 
putting the paint brush 
handle (or tip) in your 
mouth can be dangerous.

He makes his famous pitch 
as if he were desperate. As 
he casts his eyes to ‘his 
father for approval and 
support, Sally exclaims, 
‘But you are supposed to 
do it right after supper. 
Petel’” ‘I didn’t say ! 
wouldn't do it, did 1?” 
snaps back Peter. “We 
decided we would do the 
dishes first, remember?” 
insists Sally. 

“I am not asking you 
anyways, Bib Mouth! Can I 
please go. Mom and Dad? 
Please?'’ Now Peter sounds 
desperate. 

The parents look at each 
other, with their gyes 
saying, ‘You handle this 
one.’ A moment of 
awkwardness. ‘‘Are you 
coming out, Pete?’ one of 
his friends breaks the 
silence. 

Then the mother. glances 
over at her husband a8 if 
saying, “‘I'll go first. But if 
it doesn’t work, you take 
over.”’ Both Peter and Sally 
watch what is happening 
with anticipation, 

‘Peter, you may go as 
soon as you get your job 
done,”’ says the mother 
firmly but with an affection- 
ate smile on her face. 
““Qhi?’’ protests Peter. 

“Well, your: mother is 
right, Peter. It won't take 
long. You tell the boys 
you'll be out in just a few 
minutes,’ agrees his 
father. 

Peter goes to the front 
door with great: reluctance 
and talks to his friends. He 
comes back to the dining 
room obviously unhappy. 
but starts taking the dishes 
to the kitchen, telling 
everyone else he does not 
approve of it at all, without 
saying a word. The rest 
becomes history. 

The mother could have 
said something like, ‘‘No, 
Peter. You can’t go unless 
you finish what you are 
supposed to do first.’’ What 
she actually said, though, is 
not only non-argumenta- 
tive, but is positively put, by 
firmly reminding her child 
of his responsibility instead 
ef holding his play for 
ransom. 

Children mostly like to 
hear things positively put 
rather than negatively 
phrased, although both may 
mean the same thing. 
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“Move them out!”’

Act was not meant to cover 
non-therapeutic procedures

person. It is called the tort 
(civil wrong) of battery. 
Anyone who is wronged in 
this way can sue for 


: damages . 


This tort now applies to 
doctors. Courts have said 
that doctors have a legal 
duty to get their patients’ 
consent before treating 
them - unless there is some 
immediate threat that lack 
of treatment would result in 
a loss of life or limb. The 
consent must take a certain 
form to be legal. The 
consent to any operation 
must be in writing and 
signed. It must be volun- 
tary. It must be obtained 
without fraud or misrepre- 
sentation. The consent must 
relate to the procedure 
actually performed. 

Most importantly, the 
patient must be given 
enough information about 
the nature and consequen- 
ces of the proposed proce- 
dure to allow her or him to 
make an informed decision. 
This means that the patient 
must be able to understand 
the information. A person 
can get a non-therapeutic 
sterilization if he or she: 
1. is over the age of [6; 
2. is able to make an 
informed decision; and, 
§. gives his or her consent 
voluntarily, and in writing. 

if a mentally handicapped 
person is not able to make 
an informed decision, it is 
not clear if a non-therapeu- 
tic sterilization can be done 
legally.~ Most doctors will 
not do the operation under 
these circumstances. If they 
did, they might be held 
liable. The parent or legal 
guardian who gets a steril- 
ization for a mentally 
disabled child may be held 
liable later as well. This is 
because the Family Law 
Reform Act allows children 
to sue their parents. It is 
doubtful, though, that a 
doctor would agree to 
perform the operation with 
only the consent of a parent. 

.To get around this pro- 
blem, parents apply to the 
Supreme Court of their 
province for consent to the 
sterilization. In a recent 


case, the Supreme Court of 


Sig. Rights of the mentally handicapped 


Prince Edward Island ruled 
that it could consent to the 
sterilization of a mentally 
retarded woman. The court 
held that it would give 
consent once it is shown 
that: 

1. the genuine object is to 
protect the. person; 

2. there is no overriding 
interest against_it; and, 

§. there is a strong 
likelihood of real injury if 
sterilization is not perform- 
ed. 
The court said it could 
give consent because of its 
parens patriae jurisdiction. 
This gives the court the 
right to make decisions as 
guardian for people at a 


legal disability - for 
instance, the mentally in- 
competent. 


Since the daughter in the 
Prince Edward Island case 
would be totally incapable 
of mothering, and since she 
would lose most of her 
freedom and social options 
if not sterilized, the court 
agreed to the operation. The 
case has been appealed, but 
the appeal has not been 
heard yet. The outcome is, 
therefore, still in doubt.

How it works 

Here’s how the system 
works: The engine burns 
fuel in its evlinders. At- 
tached to each cylinder 1s 
an exhaust valve that al- 
lows the burned engine 
gases to escape into the ex- 
haust manifold. From the 
manifold, these gases pass 
through the muffler — 
which, as its name implies, 
muffles the roar of the en- 
gine.

Black smoke is caused 
by cither a mechanical 
defect, such as a faulty 
injector, or by overloading 
and/or overfueling the 
engine.

Time for 
new blades? 


In one spot check re- 
cently, windshield wipers 
on 56 percent of the cars 
surveyed were sO badly 
worn that their perform- 
ance was seriously im- 
paired. In the same survey, 
one in four wiper blades 
was rated poor and need- 
ing to be replaced immedi- 
ately, while wipers on a 
third of the cars were in 
only fair condition. 

Take a minute to check 
‘out how well the wipers 
and the washer system are 
working. Squirt some 
washer fluid on the wind- 
shield (if the wipers are 
streaking or chattering 
across your wet wind- 
shield, it's probably time 
to replace them.) 

Because the wipers and 
washers are not used every 
day, it’s easy to overlook 
them.

Rotate your automobile’s tires for 
all-around better, more even wear 


Have you heard about the 
tight fisted guy who insigiied 
his new snow tires on the rear 
wheels of his front drive car 
because they would last 
longer? 

Tires certainly do wear well 
on the back end of a front drive 
car: Aboot 2'4 times as long as 
the front tires. This fact has 
raised a controversy among 
some tire people about the 
pro’s and con's of tire rotation 
on this type of car. Is it better 
to keep the same fires on the 
rear and replace only the front 
tires when they wear out? 

Not such a good idea, says 
Car Care Council. Not only do 


the front wheels carry most of 
the weight of a front drive car, 
they also propel the car and 
provide most of the braking ef- 
fort 

So it stands to reason that 
the front wheels deserve to 
have healthy tires. If the tires 
are not rotated, the front ones 
will be worn thin while the 
back ones still look nearly like 
new. 

Radial tires, which come on 
virtually every new Car, should 
be kept on the same side of the 
car on the rotation process. 
This means left front and left 
rear are interchanged. 

Likewise, right front and 


right rear with possibly the 
spare being included in the ro- 
tation on-one side or the other. 

One good reason for rotat- 
ing tires is to keep the wear as 
even as possible. A tire which 
remains-in one position on the 
car throughout its life may be- 
come unevenly worn merely 
because of the pull of the 
crown of the road or certain 
handling characteristics of the 
Car. 

By rotation, these uneven 
wear characteristics have more 
of a tendency to spread them- 
selves among all the tires that 
put in their time on that corner 
of the vehicle.

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The most important part of 
your automobile is the braking 
system. It’s vital to know the 
signs of brake trouble and to 
follow through with a top-qual- 
ity inspection and repair. 


Warning signs 


The Car Care Council ad- 
vises that brakes warn of trou- 
ble through noises and 
feelings. One of the most obvi- 
ous noises is squealing. 

Pads on some late model 
cars have built-in wear sensors 
that squeal when the wheels 
are rolling, indicating exces- 
sive wear. 

Any squeaking noise could 
signal wear in front dise pads 
or rear drum linings. A metal- 
lic grinding noise means the 
lining is down to bare metal. 

Other warning signs can be 
felt: If the pedal depresses far- 
ther than usual; if the pedal 
sinks to the floor board when 
you're stopped ata light; if the 
pedal needs pumping to sop 
the car: if the brakes grab or 
the car pulls to one side, the 
brakes need immediate atten- 
fon 

Watch your car's instrument 
panel if it has a brake light. [fit 
flashes on, proceed with cau- 
tion and get the s¥stem 
cheeked as soon as possible 

Whatever the signal, don't 
delay or you may damage ¢x- 
pensive components such as 
disc brake rotors. [f linings are 
allowed to wear down com- 
pletely. metal-to-metal contact 
can cut deep. irreparable 
grooves Into FOLOrs OF drums 

Have brakes checked annu- 
ally. or every 10,0008 miles, 
because wear « develaps so 
gradually. that can be hard to 
detect. Also. have brake fluid 
in the master cylinder checked 
monthly 

if the brake fluid is low. 
have brakes inspected. Brakes 
are activated by fluid pressure 
pushing pistons in the calipers 
and wheel cylinders. 

On front disc brakes. there 
are calipers with one piston (or 
more). a pincher that grabs ro- 
tors. Wheel cylinders operate 
brakeshoes and push them into 
the drum. A well functioning 
system doesn’t lyse fluid. ac- 
cording to the Gar Care Coun- 
cil. / 


A thorough inspection 


A quality brake inspection 
begins with a test drive, check- 
ing for brake noises. pedal tra- 
vel. and brake pulls. Next. the 
service technician checks for 
low brake fluid level indicating 
leaks in cylinders. in the brake 
line. or the brake hoses run- 
ning to the brake mechanism 
on each wheel. 

Then the technician re- 
moves one front and one rear 
wheel and checks the shoe and 
pad linings for uneven wear, 
glazing or saturatign from 


Tools for tackling that tune-up; 


brake, fluid. He (or she) mea- 
sures thickness and recom- 
mends replacement if linings 
are below. specifications. 

Caliper pistons and wheel 
cylinders are checked for signs 
of leaks that could saturate lin- 
ings or frozen pistons that 
could make brakes inopera- 
tive.” 

He measures the drums and 
rotors for excessive wear and 
inspects the braking surfaces. 
Finally, he looks over the park- 
ing brake to make sure if 1s not 
frozen and adjusted properly. 

The wheel bearings should 
only be inspected if a new 
wheel seal is re-installed and 
the bearings are repacked. 

Repairing brakes right 

A quality brake repair be- 
gins with replacing worn or 
defective components with 
parts equal to the car's original 
equipment. 

If linings need replacing. 
the mechanic may recommend 
overhaul of the hydraulic sys- 
tem. In the long run this will 
save money, because hydraulic 
components fail after a period 
of time duc to Contaminated 
brake fluid and corrosion. 

The brake pads used on to- 
day's cars may be semi-metal- 
lics. They are specifically 
designed for heavy duty appli- 
cations and original equipment 
on down-sized cars 

It is recommended to put 
this type of lining on cars that 
were originglly equipped with 
them. This ts because they will 
wear longer, resist higher op- 
crating temperatures. reduce 
noise and possible rotor dam- 
age - 

Before replacing the shoc 
and pad ‘linings. the mechanic 
must overhaul the calipers and 
resurface the rotors. The me- 
chanic first remove the calipers 
that hold the disc brake pads. 
disassembles and cleans them. 

He then installs new seals 
and replaces the brake hard- 
ware. The rotors are removed 
and the wheel bearings are in- 
spected and repacked with 
fresh grease 

The rotors are machined to 
remove glazing and smoothing 
out any uneven surface wear 
Rotors are reinstalled with the 
repacked bearings and re 
torqued to specifications 
Now. the new brake pad lin- 
ings are installed on each side 
of the calipers and assembled 
on the rotors. 

At the rear, the drums are 
removed and machined to 
specification, assuring a 
smooth, round seating surface: 
The mechanic then disassem- 
bles the wheel cylinder. in- 
spects and rebuilds it. oF 
installs a new unit as needed. 

Before the new shoes are in- 
stalled. the mounting plate and 
parking brake mechanism is 
checked. Lastly. the new shoes

The main reason that 
schools send athletes to 
schools send athletes 1s to 
build leadership  skuls 
There are other reasons, 
however, ranging from 
building fellowship with 
other athletes, to building 
self-confidence in indivi 
duals and enhancing a 
responsible attitude which 
is necessary for good 
leadership. 


Some students that have 
attended the course in 
previous years have come 
back disappointed. These 
students did not understand 
chat it wasn't all sports. Of 
course, sports are a major 
part of it, but leadership is 
the quality that you are 
supposed to come back 
with. Hopefully, the athlete 
who has ventured to OALC 
will return and become part 
of the SAA. This will further 
the leadership skills he/she 
has learned by organizing 
and running tournaments, 
both intramural and compe- 
titive.

of age has been 8.9 percent. 
Neither. rate should be 
acceptable in a modern 
industrialized economy. 


Youth comprises about 25 
percent of Canada’s work 
force, but about 37 percent 
of it's unemployed. When 
the “‘hidden unemployed”’ - 
those who have given up 
looking for jobs because 


’ there is no work available - 


are included in the unem- 
ployment totals, youth 
unemployment then com- 
prises over 40 percent of the 
unemployed. 

Clearly, the government- 
induced recession of the 
1980's has hit youth hard. In 
1982, for example, the 
average level of employ- 
ment declined by 359,000 - 
youth accounted for more 
than three-quarters of this 
decline. 


These are the stark 
numbers. In more personal 
terms, continuing levels of 
high youth unemployment 
could alter the fabric of 
Canadian society. George 
Caldwell, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Ontario Associa- 
tion of Children’s Aid 
Societies, has stated that 
the longer a young person

unsuccessfully looks for 
work, the more a sense of 
hopelessness sets in. As the 
months go by, the young 
unemployed starts 
**to lose faith in himself, in 
his friends, and in his 
family. He questions 
society's worth.'’ This 
sense of hopelessness has 
led to an increase in the 
numbers of suicides among 


young people and to increa- 


sed alcoholism and drug 
use. 
The unemployed youth 
has alos, been a target or 2 
stigma of society. Too often 
people have believed that 
unemployed youth simply 
do not want jobs, that they 
abuse the unemployment 
insurance system and wel- 
fare, and that they are too 
lazy to find jobs. On the 
contrary, studies have 
shown that these allegations 
are false. 

Governments and society 
face a major task in the 
handling and the coping of 
these problems. It/will take 
more than money to solve 
them. It will take attitudinal 
as well as structural 
changes. 

It has been pointed out 
that Canada's youth popula- 
tion has been declining in 
numbers. In January 1984 
there were 4,371,000 Cana- 
dians aged 15 to 24, That 
was 80,000 fewer than in the 
same month last year and 
182,000“ fewer than in 
January 1981. This year. the 
number is expected to drop 
by an additional 90,000. 


As the Canadian economy 
expands and more jobs are 
created, the youth unem- 
ployment rate, therefore, 
should decline more rapid- 
ly. An improved economy 
will be the ultimate solution 
to youth unemployment. 

However, waiting does 
not address the deep 
problems being faced by 
young people today. The 
federal government could 
and should be taking action 
to alleviate these problems: 

1) The government 
should make greater use of

2) Since the government 
has already announced that 
it will be using its purchas- 
ing-power to encourage the 
hiring of women and the 
handicapped, this policy 
should be extended to 
include youth. 

3) The hiring of young 
people will not be very 
useful if it only leads to 
lay-offs of older personnel. 
Therefore consultation must 
take place with industry and 
labor to ensure that worker 
displacement does not hap- 

n. 

4) Greater emphasis 
should be placed on training 
and retraining programs in 
order to meet the present 
and future skill needs of the 
workplace. Task forces, 
white papers, books, 
reports - reams of paper - 
have been written on the 
employment needs of the 
1980's and 1990's. Govern- 
ments, universities, indug- 
try, and labor must work 
together in order to ensure 
the fulfillment of these 
needs. 

5) Greater use ought to be 
made of the Career Access 
Program and apprentice: 
ship programs. As an 
example of what the future 
awaits if nothing is done 
now, the National Advisory 
Panel on Skill Development 
Leave pointed out that 35 
percent of Canada's work- 
ing women, especially in the 
clerical, banking. services, 
and telephone sectors, 
could be unemployed by 
1990 - left redundant by 
technological advances. The 
funding of the govern- 
ment’s CAP and retraining 
programs must be signifi- 
cantly expanded. : 

6) Consideration should 
be given to the use of UIC 
funds in a developmental as 
well as a maintenance 
fashion. This would allow 
for a more creative use of 
the unemployment insur-

For many people, the use 
of wood as a home heating 
fuel belongs to the past. But 
since the recent increases in 
energy prices, some house- 
holders have reverted to 
wood as a cheaper way to 
heat the family homestead. 

In making the ‘“‘wood 
decision?’ you must consid- 
er several factors. 

First, consider your 
needs. Will wood be your 
primary source of heat, or 
simply used as a supple- 
ment? The wood burning 
equipment you choose will 
largely depend on your 
response to questions such 
as these. : 

Wood furnaces, wood 
boilers, or combination 
units, for example, are more 
appropriate as central heat- 
ing systems. 

A wood stove, on the 
other hand, is essentially a 
space heater. 

It is important to remem- 
ber that successful wood 
heating is site-specific. An 
urban householder might 
prefer wood stove or 
fireplage insert, while a 


rural/ householder, with 
access to a woodlot, might 
choose to convert entirely to 
wood heating. 


But beyond just keeping 
warm, householders think- 
ing of installing a wood 
burning appliance must 
consider the safety, effic- 
iency and economics of 
wood heating. 

When shopping for a 
wood buring appliance, 
remember that you are 
looking for a complete, 
properly matched system, 
which includes the pipes, 
protective material and, if 
necessary, a new chimney. 
Discuss your ideas with a 
knowledgeable dealer, and 
choose a model exactly 
suited to your needs. 

If in doubt, choose the 
smallest unit that will meet 
your heating requirements: 
smaller urfits will burn 
hotter, resulting in improv- 
ed combustion efficiency 
and reduced creosote build- 
up in the stovepipe and 
chimney. 


You should also have 


access to reasonably priced, 
well seasoned firewood. 
Don't forget storage space: 
each ‘cord occupies about 
128 cubic feet of space. If 
wood is your prithary heat 
source, you'll need about 
five cords over the winter. 

Even if wood is your 
primary heat source you will 
also need a backup system 
for the times when you are 
unable to burn wood - such

Helping the world 
grow more food 


(NC) — In Canada weenjoy 
a bounty of food matched 
by few other countries. 

When | travel to other 
parts of the world, this is 
continually brought home 
to me. 

In many countries, they 
can't grow enough food to 
feed themselves and with- 
out enough food, you can't 


have a strong, stable 
economy. 
‘anada’s éommitment 


Canada has taken a lead- 
ing role in the fight against 
world hunger. Last Janu- 
ary, | announced Canadais 
committing another $15 
million to the United Na- 
tions’ International Emer- 
gency Food Reserve to deal 
with food emergencies. 
This brings our total com- 


mitment this year to inter- 
national food aid programs 


to $146.5 million. 


In March I attended the 


joint World Food Program 
— International Emer- 
gency Food Reserve joint 
paged conference in 
jew York. There I an- 
nounced Canada’scommit- 
ment for 1985-86 will be in 
excess of $300 million. 


But food aid is only part 
of the solution. In the long - 
run, these people must feed 
themselves and that’s why 
our main effort is to pro 
mote agricultural develop- 


ment. 


In 1979, about 24 percent 

_of Canada’s aid budget was 
| devoted to food and agricul- 
tural development. By 
1985, we will be devoting 


about 45 per cent of our aid 
budget to this important 
area. 

In Ethiopia, for example, 
I saw 600 men, women and 
children building a 20- 
metre earth dam for an irri- 
gation project. They didn't 
have any méchanical 
equipment:-They didn’t 
even have wheelbarrows. 
They used plastic pails and 
their hands and were paid 
in Canadian wheat. 

But, when thatdam is fin- 
ished, it will provide water 
to irrigate Jand that will 
produce four crops a year. 

That’s progress. 

Our scientists 

We have scientists work- 
ing in Zambia, Tanzania, 
India, Sri Lanka, Columbia 
and many other countries, 
helping farmers there in- 
crease food production too. 

Canada’s role in interna- 
tional agricultural develop- 
ment is something I am 
very proud of, as President 
of the World Food Council, 


as Minister of Agriculture 


and as a Canadian. 
It's something we can all 
be proud of.

A good chimney is 
another vital consideration 


burning appliance should be 
connected to its own chim- 
ney flue. Make sure that the 
appliance is well clear of 
combustible surfaces. 

Chimney installation 
must conform to the stan- 
dards of the Ontario Build- 
ing Code and the Ontario 
Fire Code. 

Chimney fires are caused 
by an accuthulation of 
creosote which ignites in the 
flue. Burning seasoned 
wood and keeping the 
chimney temperatures 
above 150C minimizes this 
accumulation because there 
is less condensation of 
woodsmoke in the chimney. 
The only way to eliminate 
creosote, however, is to 
remove it manually with a 
brush. 

For safety, check the 
condition of your chimney 
once every six weeks, aiid 
clean it once a year. ;

He pointed out that in 1972 
the FCC accounted for 
two-thirds of all long-term 
farm loans in the country 
By 1982 {the last year 
figures are available for) it 
had slipped to less than 
one-quarter He also 
pointed out that in the same 
period FCC loans increased 
$5 times but private lend- 
ing increased 10-fold 

‘The FCC needs a bigger 
budget. Their goal should 
be to cover at least 50 per 


cent of long-term farm 
loans. The present level just 
isn't good enough,” he 
said 


Pelissero added that the 
provincial government also 
has an obligation to assist 
the farm community in 
satisfying its financial 
needs. 

“Ontario leads in the 
proportion of total FCC 
loans in arrears in the 
country. That's one figure 
I'm not proud of,"’ Pelisséro 
said.
